Remarks 


As seen above, Applicant has amended Claims 12 and 14 to specify the stationary 
and attaching nature of the first and second members and the placement of the spacer 
member between and attached to the stationary first and second members. Vandergrift 
does not disclose such a stationary laminate attachment arrangement and Miller discloses 
no such spacer arrangement. For these reasons, Claims 12 and 15-18 should be allowed. 

Finally, Applicant submits a new Claim 24 which is substationary similar to that 
of Claim 1 but without the term "cooling". If the Examiner has any of questions, he is 
invited to call Applicant's undersigned attorney at (248) 324-7787.
